ceived the Soviet Union's Order 
of .Victory, Montgomery finally had 
to call on General Eisenhower to 
save him.

Judgment. It is estimated that 14,000,000 are dead 
and 5,500,000 permanently incapacitated. 
These 


figures do not include civilian dead or incapacitat- 
ed. They do not include the mentally distorted 
next generation. 


This is a huge slice of the human race. It is 


an enormous price to pay for the ambitions of 
politicians, the errors of statesmen and the false 
and mischievous propaganda of governments. 
It 


i* too great a price to pay for anything. 


If civilization means the destruction of man- 


kind, then civilization is vicious and immoral. 
If 


civilization means an increasingly higher regard 
for the value and sanctity of human life, how can 
we possibly justify this slaughter of the innocent 
as well as the wicked, of civilians as well os sol- 
diers, of children as well as women? Does anyone 
ever ask the question, what are we doing to our- 
selves? 


I write objectively, without regard to race or 


nation, without regard to "aggressor" or "peace- 
loving." I write of Man. I write not of my kin 
or my enemies. I write of the human race to which 
we all belong. What reason can justify the killing 
of 14,000,000, the incapacitating of 5,500,000 the 
breaking of the spirits of additional tens of mil- 
lions on the wheels of time? Men speak lightly 
of another war? 
Do they wish to turn Europe 


into a Sahara? Do they believe that we shall be 
immune to this holocaust—we who have already 
passed the million mark in casualties? Men spoke 
lightly of this present war in those fateful years 
between 1933 and 1939, when it seemed inevitable. 
How can an evil be inevitable if the will to be just 
exists?

make spring nights echo with the cry

Will Be Out Soon 


Stripping of cars from regular 


passenger trains will be necessary 
to meet an unprecendented load 
on railroads caused by huge troop 
movements west. District Man- 
ager A. C. Dunn of the Office of 
Defense Transportation warnec 
today. 


"With our troops returning from 


Europe at the rate of 300,000 a 
month, their dispersal through the 
country on furlough, and the dis- 
patch of large forces west to fight 
Japan, all forms of transportation 
will be even more heavily burden- 
ed," Mr. Dunn said. "We had near- 
ly four years to transport our 
army to Europe. We must now 
move nearly three and one-half 
million men half-way around, the 
world in ten months. The job is 
impossible unless all non-essential 
travel is eliminated." 


In explaining why it will be nec- 


essary to strip cars from regular 
trains. Mr. Dunn pointed out that 
the present transportation capa- 
city is no~t adequate for such huge 
movements. But these movements 
wil be made, through the use of 
every available 
unit of rolling 


stock in the country, he said. 'And 
if there are any doubts in any- 
one's mind about the size of the 
task, they will be removed by next 
August." 


There will not be enough private 


automobile transportation avail- 
able to carry essential travelers 
who cannot find space on trains 
because of reduced service, Mr. 
Dunn added. 
"This means that
